didate for Governor, arrived In Fresno 
at 4 o'clock yesterday ofteraoon, and 
was given a reception, befitting the 
next Governor of California, The train, 
which was scheduled to arrive at 3.20 
•did not pull In until half an hour later. 
When it came in sight the whistle waa 
blown and continued to toot In honor 
of the train's distinguished passenger. 
until it stopped at the station. 
The 


steam siren of the Phoenix Packing 
•Company gave forth

strains, while the whistles of other 
packing houses and, factories 
were 


•also blown. 


The Raisin. City band, -which had 


gone to the station to welcome Gage 
•with musir, struck up an inspiring air. 
Many people had driven to the station 
In buggies 
to see

standard bearer, and ae he alighted 
from the train, he was cheered vocif- 
erously. 


A three-seated coach, to which were 


attached four spanking grays, was In 
waiting, and Mr. Gage, F. E. Preston, 
who occompanled him and a number

The Issues of the Campaign Ably 


Dealt With. 


Last evening the Raisin City band 


gave a concert In front of the Grand 
Central, after which the musicians pro- 
ceeded to th» Barton opera house, play- 
ing "The Red. White and 
Blue." 


Streams of people followed, overflowlnj 
from the sidewalks into the street. 
The opera house filled up with a rush, 
standing room being soon at a pre- 
mium. The audience was the largest 
and most enthusiastic ever; gathered 
within the confines of the pretty play 
house. 


Folds of the American flag made an 


arch in the front of the stage, while 
the speakers' table was- draped with 
the Stars and Stripes. 
In front were 


pictures of Gage and Neff, while cray- 
ons of Lincoln, McKinley, Sampson 
and Dewey were displayed from the 
platform. 


The vice presidents took their seats 


on the stage, there being a large num- 
ber present 
The candidates occupied 


the front row of seats. 


The appearance of Gage and party 


on the stage was greeted with deafen- 
ing cheers by the audience? The vice 
presidents all arose to their feet and 
Joined In the demonstration. 
When 


the noise- had subsided H. Z. Austin, as 
chairman oE the Republican County 
Central Committee, called the meeting 
to order, and introduced Dr. Chester 
Rowell as chairman of the meeting.

conies very pleasing intelligence, and 
from observation Rained from some 
extensive travel in the state we can 
predict that the people—and by the 
people I mean the Republican party— 
will achieve the grandest triumph ever 
witnessed In this state on the 8th of 
next November. 


JEFFERSONIAN DEMOCRATS.

A SLANDER REPUTED. 


"Now ladies and gentlemen, permit 


me to thank the people of this county 
for the support they have given my 
candidacy for the only office I have 
ever cared to receive. 
I thank you for 


sending a delegation to the la«t Repub- 
lican convention favorable to that can- 
didacy, and I take this opportunity for 
expressing my gratitude to the gentle- 
men whom you sent for their generous 
support. 
Peeling aa kindly aa I do 


toward you and them I would be dere- 
lict in my duty If I did not resist and 
denounce the calumny circulated night- 
ly through this state. My Democratic 
friend says that the convention was 
dominated by the railroad, that those 
delegates were Influenced by corrupt 
means. I may state, by the way, that 
il was not my Intention to stump this 
siate. I felt and still do feel a delicacy 
in advocating a cause in which I am 
directly Interested.

leave them the^erftage of being known 
aa a railroad hireling. 


Mr. Gage then referred to his own 


record against the corporation when it 
sought to compass the nomination of 
a man since dead, and he never re- 
ceived a cent from the railroad eicept 
when he compelled It to disgorge for 
Injuring or killing his fellow man. 
MAGUIRE'S RECORD IN CONGRESS 


Mr. Gage next considered Maguirft's 


record In congress on the so-called re- 
funding bill. He is now denouncing the 
measure as an infamous one and a Ite- 
publican measure, although the bill 
was written by John T. Morgan of Ala- 
bama, amended by Stephen. M. White, 
and voted for by every member of both 
houses. Maguire could have prevented 
Its passage by a single objection, as 


was not present as the attorney for the 
Valley road, as the Valley road 
not in politics. 
Xo man could voice 


the sentiments or control the policy o: 
the Valley road, and hence ho spoke as 
t-lain E. F. Preston. 
In sjieaklng of 


tlK- railroad he declared that any mai 
who tries to get Into office by crying 
railroad was a demagogue. There was 
but one solution to the railroad ques- 
iion and that was to lay steel rails and 
run cars over them. 
All the talk of 


ikniagogufrs never uuHl a foot cf rail- 
load, and he asked the people if they 
:ver obtained any relief from the op- 
-reswlon of the Southern Pacific until 
tiiey heard the whistle of the Valley 
mad. 
He asked whether the people 


.>uld like to hear the whistle of the 
nta Fe in Frssno and stated that the 
lonslon of the Valley roud from Ba- 
rafield lo Los Angeles would not be 
jUeix-d by the election.of an ami-

Lastly Mr. Gage spoke of Maguire's

JACKSON DESERTED. 


Nearly All the White People Have 


e City. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.— Mr. Lyons, 


Ihe register of the treasury has re- 
ceived a letter from James Hill, collec- 
tor of Internal revenue at Jackson, 


in which he makes an appeal for 


nld in behalf of several thousand col- 
irefl people there, who in consequence 
of the quarantine against yellow fe- 
ver, are unable to obtain work. 


The letter says that nearly all the 


white people have left the city. 
There 


are at leant 5000 colored people In the 
city and from 2500 to 3000 have to be 
fetf by charity. Tha city Is quarantined 
nnd no one Is allowed to leave or enter 
eicept those leaving the state. 
In 


addition, about 1500 colored people are 
confined within the city limits and 
what little work there is to be done 
cannot be reached.

near Leeds on September 24th. 


William Love, a Santa Pe switch- 


man, 
has been In custody since' five 


days after the holdup. Lowe Is a; na- 
tive of the Crackerneck district, Just 
east of this city, which waa made- no- 
torious ai th* hiding place of th« first 
James gang. 
When close pressed the 


James boys, the Voungera, the Ryan* 
and others of the old gang always 
found shelter in .the Craekerneck:

that Bill Ryan was in the- vicinity of 
Kansas City at the time of the robbery 
or since. 
The police do not atate 


where Ryan was arrested; but he is re- 
ported to have been caught in Okla- 
homa. 


Bill Ryan is about 57 years'of age. 


In 1881 he was arrested in Tennessee, 
brought back to Jackson county and 
convicted here of. complicity In th* rob- 
bery of a Chicago and Alton train at 
Gleniale in 1375. 
He was sentenced 


to 25 years' imprisonment but soon af- 
ter his Incarceration the robbers' 
friends In Jackson county began work- . 
ing to secure his release, pleading- that 
he was a broken down man and could 
live but a. few years. Finally, in 1888, 
these representations had the effect 
of inducing Governor Morehoustt to 
pardon Ryan and restore htm to citi- 
zenship. 
Ryan at once came back to 


Kansas City, but afterward he went to 
the Pacific coast and about % y*ar ago 
he was reported to be In Japan.

The governments of the United States 
and Great Britain hereby declare that 
neither the one nor th* other will ever 
obtain ur maintain for itself any ex- 
clusive control over the said ship- 
canal; agreeing that neither will ever 
erect or maintain any fortifications 
commanding the same, or in the vi- 
cinity thereof, or occupy, or fortify, or 
colonize, or assume or exercise any do- 
minion over Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
the Mosquito coast, or any part of Cen- 
tral America; nor will either make use 
of any protection which either affords 
or may afford, or any alliance which 
cither has or may have to or with any 
state or people for the purpose of 
erecting or maintaining any sucb forti- 
fications, or of occupying, fortifying, 
cr colonizing Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
the Moequlto coast, or any part of Cen- 
tral America, or of assuming or exer- 
cising dominion over the same; nor 
•will the United States or Great Brit- 
ain take advantage of any intimacy, 
or use any alliance, connection or in- 
fluence that either may possess, with 
any state or government 
through

The supreme court decided, how- 
ever, in favor of the fusionists, and the 
middle-of-the-road men withdrew from 
the field. They made a gallant fight 
to save the party name and when the 
adverse decision was filed thorp re- 
mained nothing for them to du but 
wind up their affairs and adjourn. 
Nothing would have been accomplished 
by going on the ballot by petition and 
the fight was to save the party name, 
but it failed. 


The conference was called to order 


yesterday afternoon by Douglas T.

PECULIAR DEATH. 


Joseph Armstrong Killed at a Ranch 


Near Sanger. 


Joseph Armshong, a. blacksmith, was 


killed yesterday morning at the War- 
ner ranch, about three miles northwest 
of ganger. lie was found by Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Rose in the 
barnyard. 
He notified Coroner Long, 


who, together with Deputy J. L. Long, 


nl uul to the ranch, where the in- 


quest was held. 


No one saw the accident, but from 


the circumstances Ihe jury came to the 
conclusion that Armstrong's death was 
caused by the kick of a horse. 
He 


had just shod an animal and turned 
him into a large shed, where a number 
of other horses were. A piece of scant- 
ling across the entrance kept the horses 
in the shed. 
It is believed that after 


he was turned into the shed the horse 
kicked, striking the scantling and 
knocking it against the blacksmith as 
the latter turned away. 
When found 


Armstrong's body was about fifteen 
feet from the shed, with the scantling 
lying across one of his arms and one 
leg. 
There was a big indentation In 


the baok of the head, obviously caused 
by the scantling's striking him as he 
turned away. 


The deceased was 28 years old, and 


came from Livermore, Alameda coun- 
ty. 
He went to work at the Warner 


ranch only Saturday morning.

gave the foreman a letter to mail to 
Mamie H. Armstrong of Livermore 
and it is thought she fa his sister.

oC the beet sugar trust, was present 
and slated the object of his visit. He 
desired, he said, to interest the farm- 
ers of this vicinity in the project and 
wished the en-operation of the Cham- 
ber nf Commerce in the work. 


The sugar trust which Mr. Sage rep- 


i-fsputs is a very extensive affair. 
It 


Includes within its membership all the 
beet sugar companies of California. 
The annual crop is* apportioned to the 
various rmnpanit's by the trust just 
as under the raisin combine each pack- 
ing bouse gets Us quota oC the raisin 
crop. 


Mr. Sage is very enthusiastic over' 


the prospect of getting the beet indus- 
try started in Fresno county. 
He 


stated that tho climatic and soil con- 
ditions here wcr* even more favorable 
thitii in the Sacramento valley and the 
coast 'iounlies. where the Industry Is 
t-.o\\- in a thriving condition. There are 
large tracts of land in this and adjoin- 
ing counties, now in an unproductive 
state, which cculd be profitably de- 
\ote.d to beet culture. 


One <,£ the peculiarities of the beet 


i^ that it thrives on alkali land. Large 
tracts yf such land at present used for 
grazing purposes could be planted in 
hefts and a successful crop assured. 
The land about the Grant in the south- 
ern part of the county is particularly 
•wt-ll adapted to beet culture. 


The time of planting btels depends in 


u great measure upon the nature of the 
land. 
In dry soil they are usually 


sown in January, but in sub-irrigated 
districts the sowing may be deferred 
until June. 
Whether sown in January 


or June they mature about the. same 
tine. 
Up to within six weeks of ma- 


turity they need moisture, but do not 
require any after that. 


"Do you think our land will raise 


beets without irrigation?" was asked 
Mr. Sage by a member of the commit- 
tee. 


"That depends upon the nature of the 


land," replied the sugar trust repre- 
sentative. 
"Since my arrival in Fres- 


jin I have seen a great deal of land that 
would raise beets without any Irriga- 
tion, while on the other hand I have 
Keen a great deal of land that would 
not raise thorn even with irrigation. 
The ashy soli, which hakes quickly, is 
not adopted to beet culture. 
The heat 


soil for the purpose is the sandy loam. 
Beets do not, however, require as much 
Irrigation as Egyptian corn and wher- 
ever that thrives beets can he raised 
successfully." 


Mr. Sage has two propositions which 


he makes to the farmers of the vi- 
cinity. 
The first of these is to furnish 


the necessary machinery and let the 
farmers themselves do the work, the 
trust, however, advancing them ti an 
acre when the crop has been planted 
When tho crop has been harvested the 
trust agrees to purchase It. 


This is the plan that has been in 


operation for years. 
Of late, however, 


ii has developed that the majority of 
large farmers have not tho time to 
devote to the raising of beets. 
To 


thosft the trust makes its second propo- 
sition. 
In this case tho trust will 


take the land at a rental, the owner*

sixty acres in olives, which will produce 
about 1500 gallons of the fruit, or be- 
tween 35 and 40 tons. 
In addition to 


those he will buy for picklinff. 


The larger percentage of the olives 


will be pickled 
ripe. 
Mr. 
Heeding 


states that the demand for ripe olives 
s growing every year, and that now 
comparatively fpw are pickled green. 


The people arc beginning to cultivate

The buildings are wood 30 to 40 


feet tall, fresh painted in light color, 
large windows on both sides, the lights 
for which are small 
2-inen square 


pieces of semi-opaque oyster shell, set 
In large frames containing 1« squares. 
It makes a pleasant though dull light. 
Manila people don't take readily to 
glass on account of expense and earth- 
quakes. 
Our buildings are arranged 


around a central courtyard with shade 
trees and some banana plants along 
eash side. 
Adjoining us Is the bath 


house with four stone tubs, and forty 
shower baths with a constant supply of 
fresh water. 


Our food Is more varied than on 


board ship, but would bear Improve- 
ment, principally In the cooking. 
The 


water for all purposes is taken from 
the Pasig river some distance away 
In the country. 
It Is delightfully soft, 


but Is largely responsible for the many 
cases of sickness. 
The surgeons have 


Issued orders forbidding the use of any- 
thing but boiled and filtered water for 
drinking, and 
strong hints—tanta- 


mount to orders—have been given to 
all men to keep indoors and out of the 
sun from 10 a.m. until 2 p.m. 
The 


heat Is close, dump and oppressive, 
quite different from Fresno. The per- 
centage of sick is high and rising, o- 
Ins'to the near approach of the vrry 
hot season, and I confidently look for 
very stringent sanitary orders at any 
moment. 
Last evening I strolled through the 


old town where about 10,000 former 
Spanish soldiers (now disarmed and 
prisoners on parole) are .located, mostly 
In the churches. They are under th 
charge o£ their own officers, are well 
behaved, orderly, quiet, gentlemanly 
fellows. 
How they live, eat, sleep and 


keep clean is a mystery to me. 
Re- 


member that Manila is 200 to 300 years 
old, without any pretense at sanita- 
tion, the Pasig river being at.one and 
same time both water supply, main 
drainage canal and public thorough- 
fare upon which some thousands of the 
Filipinos live and ply their boats year 
In and year out.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—After de- 


voting the forenoon to hearing the tes- 
timony of Dr. Hoff, a cbl*f surgeon of 
Third army corps, stationed at Camp 
Camp Thomas, the war investigating 
commission gave the remainder of to- 
day to the reading of papers submitted 
fry Secretary Alger with his statement 
concerning the conduct of the war 
The documents reveal the fact that 
General Miles recommended the occu- 
pation of the Isle of Pines about the 
time of .the battle of Santiago and thai 
Secretary Alger disapproved the sug 
gestlon. 


It also appears that General Mlleb 


recommended that some point between 
Santiago and Porto Rico be taken pre- 
vious to the beginning of either cam- 
paign. 
The correspondence also de- 


veloped tbe fact that there was an ap- 
parent conflict of authority between 
General Mites and General Sbafter at 
Tampa before the Santiago campaign 
was Inaugurated, and that orders were 
issued by secretary of war that In the 
event that General Shatter should be 
disabled by sickness or other cause 
ihe command of the troops at Santi- 
ago should devolve upon Genera 
Wheeler and upon the next in com- 
mand in case of the disability of both 
Shafter and Wheeler. 
The commis- 


sion has summoned Major Louis L 
Leaman, a surgeon of the first volun- 
teer engineers, to appear before it, ani 
he is expected to testify at tomorrow'! 
session. 
He has recently been quoted 


as saying that 200 men had died dally 
because of the maladministration of the 
quartermaster's department. 


WASHINGTON. Oct ^.-Lieutenant 


Colonel L. J. Hoff was before the war 
investigating committee at its fore- 
noon session today. 
He is a regular 


army officer and was chief surgeon In 
the Third army corps at Cbickamauga. 
Hfe said he did not consider the camp 
to have been in the best sanitary con- 
dition, bnt expressed the opinion that 
it was the best it could be under the 
circumstances. 


The men were camped somewhat 


closer to each other than they should 
properly have been and it had been im- 
possible without blasting to make the 
sinks as deep as good sanitation re- 
quired, owing to a layer of limestone 
which lay two or three feet below the 
surface of the ground throughout the 
camp. 
Furthermore, it was impOBSi- 


ble to compel men to use the sinks 
and he thought It probable that this 
difficulty had led to injurioius results 


Dr. Hoff said that in the beginning 


the camp was deficient in medical sup- 
plies. There were at this time many 
cases of diarrhoea and It had not been 
possible to meet all the demands for 
remedies. 


Continuing, Dr. Hoff said the ca- 


pacity of the division hospitals was 
often doubled and trebled. 
It some 


times occurred that there were eight 
men In tents, which were Intended to 
accommodate six, because of delay in 
securing- tentage to care for the in- 
crease of disease, which wae unexpect- 
edly rapid. 
On one or two occasions 


patients were necessarily paced in beds 
made up on the floors, because- of a 
temporary deficiency in cots. 
As a 


nils the nurses were without training 
and this fact occasioned some difficulty 
in dealing with the typhoid cases. Yet 
he had known of no specific case of suf- 
fering on this account. 
He specified 


the cose of a man afflicted with an In- 
fectious disease who had been *coni- 
pelled to lie in the open air one night 
on account of lack of tentage. The cap- 
tain was sure that no injuries resulted 
as the weather waa pleasant. 


Dr. Hoff said that tha shortage in 


medical supplies had continued for sev- 
eral weeks, but there was generally 
sufficient to meet the immediate de- 
mands.

dent of the Exposition.

General Miles, General Greeley, Gen- 
eral Wheeler, Secretaries Gage, Bliss 
and Wilson, Postmaster General Clark 
and secretaries of legation and press 
representatives. 


vast crowd that had gathered to 


see President McKinley leave the club 
building was ably controlled by Major 
Clarkson, general manager of the Ex- 
position. 


President McKinley probably never 


received a more enthusiastic greeting 
than that which awaited him at the 
Exposition grounds. By far the great- 
est 'crowd in the big western show's 
history, so large a crowd that its num- 
bers are almost impossible to be esti- 
mated, thronged about the huge plat- 
form from which he made his address 
Hardly one sentence was spoken bj 
him which did not evoke from the peo- 
ple cheers. 
After President Wattles 


had Introduced the distinguished guests 
of the Exposition, it was fully five min- 
utes before subsidence of the applause 
permitted the 
President to begin 


speaking. 


President McKinley spuke on the 


war and its issues in part, as follows 


"What a wonderful experience It has 


been from the standpoint of patriotism 
and achievement! 


"The 
storm broke so suddenly thai 


it was here almost before we realized 
it. 
Our navy was too small, though 


forceful with modern equipment an< 
most fortunate in its trained officers 
and sailors. 


"Our army had years ago been re- 


duced to a peace footing. "We had only 
19.000 available troops when the war 
•was declared, but the account which 
officers and men 'gave of themselves 
on the battlefields has never been sur- 
passed. 
The manhood was there anc 


everywhere. American patriotism woe 
there and its resources were limitless 
The courageous and invincible epirii 
of the people proved glorious and those 
who a little more than a third of a 
century ago were divided and at war 
with each other were again united un- 
der the holy standard of liberty. Pa- 
triotism banished party feeling; $50,- 
000,000 for the immediate national de- 
fense were appropriated without debate 
or division, as a matter of course, and 
as only a mere indication of our mighty 
reserve power. 


"But If this was true of the beginning 


of the war what shall we say of it now, 
with hostilities suspend^ and peace 
near at hand, as we fervently bope? 
ilatchless in its results! 


'Unequaled in Us completeness and 


the quick succession with which vic- 
tory, attained earlier than It was be- 
lieved possible; so comprehensive in its 
sweep that every thoughtful man feels 
the weight of responsibility which has 
been so suddenly thrust upon us. And 
ibove us all, and beyond all, the valor 
of the American army and the bravery 
of'the American navy and the majesty 
of 'the American name stand forth in 
unsullied glory, while the humanity 
if our purposes and magnanimity of 
our conduct have given to war, always 
horrible, touches. of noble generosity, 
Christian sympathy and charity and 
examples of human grandeur which 
can never be lost to mankind. 
Pas- 


sion and bitterness formed no part of 
our impelling motive and it U gratify- 
ing to feel that humanity triumphed 
t every step of the war's progress. 
The heroes of Manila and Santiago 


and Porto Rico have made Immortal 
history. 
They ar» worthy successors 


and descendants of Washington and 
Greene, of Paul Jones, Decatur and 
Hull, and of Grant. Sherman, Sheridan 
and Logan, of Parragut, Porter and 
Gushing and of Lee, Jackson and Long- 
street. 


New names stand out on the honor 


roll of the nation's great men and with 
them unarmed stand the heroes of the 
trenches and the forecastle, invincible 
In battle and uncomplaining in death. 
Tbe intelligent, loyal. Indomitable sol- 
dler and sailor and marinet regular and 
volunteer, are entitled to equal praise 


having done their whole duty at 


home or under the baptism o£ foreign 
fire. . 


"Who will dim the splendor of their 


achievements?
